Keciprocity In Action _ 


THREE STEPS TO 
PERSONAL PEACE 


“Few of us realize how ac- 
celevated the rate of our lives 
has become, or the speed at 
which we are driving our- 
selves,” writes Dr. Norman 
Vincent Peale in the Septem- 
ber Reader's Digest. Dr. Peale, 
a well-known minister and 
author of several books on 
self-help, contends that “men 
and women are destroying 
their bodies by this pace—and, 
what is more tragic, their 
minds and souls as well.” 

Everyone should insist on 
not less than a quarter-hour of 
absolute quiet every 24 hours. 
To achieve complete detach- 
ment, Dr. Peale says, “Go 
alone into the quietest place 
available and sit or lie down 
for 15 minutes. Do not talk to 
anyone. Do not read. Think 
as little as possible.” __ 

Emotional control, though 
difficult at first, may be de- 
veloped by working at it regu- 
larly and persistently. “The 
secret is to keep the mind 
quiet, avoid all hasty reac- 
tions, keep the tempo down.” 

The Digest article offers 
three rules for’ the achieve- 
ment of personal peace, based 
on a “formula” used by Capt. 


Eddie Rickenbacker, famous 
airman, 
First, collapse physically. 


Let go every muscle in the 
body. Form a mental picture 
of a huge burlap bag of pota- 
toes. Then mentally cut the 
bag, allowing the potatoes to 
roll out. Think of yourself as 
the bag. What is more relaxed 
~..than an empty burlap bag? 

“Second, drain the mind of 
all irritation, resentment, dis- 
appointment. To do so, think 
of the most beautiful and 
peaceful scenes you know—a 
mountain at sunset, a valley in 
the hush of early morning, a 
lake by moonlight. 

Third, turn the mind to 
God. At least three times a 


day “lift up your eyes unto the 
Spuills.”

The highway slowpoke—the 
“mope” who drives 30 miles 
an hour in a 50-mile zone, 
holding up a long line of cars 
behind him — is’ almost as 
dangerous as the speeder, says 
the September Reader’s Di- 
gest, “Safety-minded and usu- 
ally law-abiding drivers are 
often goaded into taking des- 


perate chances to get ahead of | 


the roadblock caused by the 
mope. Seldom involved in an 
accident himself, the mope is 
the primary cause of some 20 
percent of all head-on automo- 
bile fatalities.” 

Desvite the accident poten- 
tial the slow driver creates, his 
menace is still considered pas- 
sive rather than active by 
courts and insurance com- 
panies. Usually he bolieves 
himself to be a very safe driver 
and would be astonished to 
realize that he is more often a 
factor in causing accidents. 

Automobile associations and 
highway officials, however, 
have become acutely mope- 
conscious. Although federal 
laws do not forbid slow driv- 
ing, some provinces and cities 
have passed acts which permit 
the police to direct cars off the 
road or to step up speed when 
they are impeding traffic. 

Highway police are discour- 
aged from enforcing the mini- 
mum speed laws because of 
the lenient treatment accorded 
mopes in most courts. Dut 
some areas in the United 
States are beginning to crack 
down on the slow driver. In 
New York, the “creeper” may 
be charged with reckless driv- 
ing. New Hampshire patrol- 
men frequently order the
